But 
yon see there were always so many who wen> more 
ready to knock than iKxist. that the.v easil.v found or 
elicited sympalliy in some of the pajiers. Tlie press 
is tlic <me tiling, aside from gfSMl. liealthfnl sixirt. 
that must tie witii you, if you are going |o liave 
sueeessfiil racing.”
